services has been taken by 
this administration with pas- 
sage of. legislation to create 
a new Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services. 

The now department will 
come into being next Jan. 1, 
to administer a broad ■•pro- 
gram oE welfare services in 
Illinois. 

The services/ include child 
welfare, schools for deaf, 
b ! i n d, physically handi- 
capped, anci dependent chil- 
dren, and residential and re- 
habilitative servic e.s for 
nduils. 

At present, such services 
arc under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Mental 
Health and some 3.000 chil- 
dren aro involved. When the 
new department becomes 
full-riedged within, two years, 
the - number of children 
served will be doubled. 

The creation of the new 
department also means that 
these state services will be 
extended to children of non- 



makers into a home when a 
mother is incapacitated; of- 
fering family counseling ser- 
vices, and day care facilities 
under certain circumstances. 

The administration sup- 
ported this vital addition to 
our departmental structure. 
The specific proposals were 
hammered out by a legisla- 
tive Commission on Services 
for Children created in 1961. 

In 1961, vve began the im- 
portant task of restructuring

The theory behind the pro- 
posals is. that the state should 
protect the public from un- 
trained or unqualified per- 
sons who sell these services.

If 
there is not a direct connec- 
tion with safety and health, 
then the licensing' is probably 
an unconstitutional interfer- 
ence with our basie free- 
doms, 

, But it can be argued that 
everything has a direct con- 
nection with safety and 
health. This was argued 
when we had a bill to license 
well-drillers, and a bill to 
license hog auctioneers. The 
radio repairmen point out the 
dangers of electrical connec- 
tions are not made safely. 
Where is the line? * 

.Of course the day Is past 
when Abraham' Lincoln could 
try ' barge tending, rail- 
splitting, lawyering, tavern 
keeping and running a post- 
office. The whole effect of 
licensing is to tie. people to 
their present levels of pros- 
perity and to limit their com- 
petition. Our society is too 
complicated and our ma- 
chines, too dangerous and our 
people too crowded together 
to permit a man to t experi- 
ment in various careers* with- 
out some supervision^-^- 

But every licensfng \law 
takes away a little corner /of 
my freedom and your free- 
dom, 

I have no desire right now 
to become a hog auctioneer 
or a travel agent, but I re- 
sent the State telling me that 
I cannot become one. 

Yet when each of these 
bills is presented, we receive 
urgent messages from people 
wbo want to protect their 
nchises. There is no an- 
ring lobby of people who 
t to keep our general 
eedoms. A legislator who 
does not have courage, firm 
beliefs and experience with 
lawmaking will tend to panic 
and vote for all licensing 
bills, hoping that the Gover- 
nor will later veto them.

esion of the Illinois leglslaV 
ture is toying rather exten- 
sively wKh personal rights 
and freedoms? 

The Sunday closing bill is 
one instance where .legislat- 
ors are' going pretty far afield 
in telling us who can and who 
cannot work on Sundays. 

The bounds of. logic are 
under going considerable 
stress when our state sena- 
tors and state representatives 
can say that bartenders, res- 
taurant workers, golf pros 
and bait shop operators can 
work on Sunday, but shoo 
salesmen, auto salesmen, and 
paint peddlers have to take 
the day off whether they 
want to or not. 

Certainly, merchants, par- 
ticularly in downtown areas, 
are being hurt by the seven 
day a week operations, but 
it seems to us that our law- 
makers are going far beyond 
their^ jurisdiction to provide 
protection for these " com- 
mercial' enterprises. 

The religioius argument 
being advanced in -support of 
this legislation is as phony 
as the argument that an in- 
crease in the « state's take 
from horse track wagering 
will result in a substantial 
drop in betting at the tracks. 
The majority of the horse 
players aren't that aware of 
what a payoff on a winner 
should be. Hisjmly concern 
is an occasional trip to the 
cashier's window so he can 
make another trek to the 
seller's window. 

The wiro tap bill has con- 
siderable merit when viewed 
strictly from the law enforce- 
ment position, but it puts an 
awfully big chunk in the pro- 
tection of privacy guaran- 
teed by the U. S. Constitu- 
tion. 

Admittedly the courts have 
been leaning over backwards 
in recent years in protecting 
the rights of the accused, 
many of whom are known 
professional criminals, but to 
threaten the rights of all in 
hopes of catching a few 
seems too drastic. 

It might be better if the 
Bar Association and the taw 
enforcement agencies devot- 
ed their efforts to getting 
legislation which would limit 
the number of continuances 
which can be granted a de- 
fendant and make it manda- 
tory on both the state and the 
defense that a case come to 
trial within a definite period 
of time,

:.'Hio baby's I'lrsT iumiunixa- 
fions Yd'o^agidiist diphtheria,' 
tetanus and whooping cough. 
These - usually begin when 
the • child is one" or two 
tnonths of agc ( and three or 
lour monthly Inoculations 
are given. "Booster shots" 
are usually given- a year or 
so .later, although many doc- 
tors feel that In the case of 
whooping .cough, such shots 
are not needed after the age 
of five. They do recommend 
continuance of anti-tetanus 
"boosters" at three to ten- 
year intervals. 

Diseases that were -mon- 
sters not so long • ago. are 
gradually fading from the 
American scene. Inocula- 
tions have provided the an- 
swer in litany cases. 

Kor instance, there are 
the inoculations against po- 
liomyelitis. Many doctors 
recommend that polio shots 
be started at just about the 
tune a baby is receiving 
other inoculations. Immuni- 
zation against polio consists 
of a series of three inocula- 
tions. The second dose is' 
given four to six weeks after 
the first. The third is given 
seven to twelve months later. 
A^'hooster" dose is recom- 
mended about a year after 
completion of the series. 

A single vaccination 
against smallpox is usually 
given at five or six months 
of a c,e, or at any time during 
a baby's first year. This 
vaccination is recommended 
every three to live years 
Ihroiicjiout life. 

Disease monsters hover 
everywhere, and in many 
forms, hi some areas the 
monster may be typhoid 
fever. In those areas, doc- 
tors may recommend- inocu- 
lations auaiust typhoid and 
para-typhoid every one or 
two ycats. 

About four niillioii babies 
are bom in this country 
every year. They' have an 
excellent life-expeelaney be- 
c a u se of immunization 
against communicable diseas- 
es of babyhood. That im- 
muni/aiio'u has lowered the 
infant death rate dramatical- 
ly. Man's lifespan continues 
to stretch.
